IN WHICH WE REITERATE 

Last week, in this column, talking about Ur- 
bar Renewal, we stated that "at least three of 
our Selectmen are in favor of ar Urban Renewal 
project for Wilmington. At least two of these 
are not in favor of the Wilmington Housing Au- 
thority as the agent for Urban Renewal. These 
men would vote for Urban Renewal if another 
agency were in charge, but not if the Housing 
Authority is in charge". 

Our statement was challenged by the Chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen, who as much as sta- 
ted that not one member of the Board of Select- 
men were in favor, and the only reason three of 
the board voted for the additional funds of 
$3500 to the WHA was so that the proposition 
could be put before the public. 

It is not our particular desire to disagree 
with the gentleman publicly, and it is true 
that a statement to this effect was made at the 
time the $3500 was voted, but we suggest that 
our statement is still basically vorrect. 

Not only is it basically correct, but it is 
one of the keys to our present Urban Renewal 
project. 

Our Urban Renewal project was originally 
suggested by the Selectmen. They have said so 
many times. Two of the Selectmen are not in fa— 
vor of a project, but the others, if they stop 
to rationalize, and in spite of the statements 
made Monday, are basically in favor of an Urban 
Renewal Project. 

They are disagreein, blicly and priv 
with the Housing Authority. J eee 

We suggested that an executive meeting, be- 
tween the two groups, with not even a secretary 
present, could possibly accomplish something. 
It would give them an opportuni ty for a wonder- 
ful name calling session, if nothing else. 

So - we suggest it again, and hope that this 
fee our suggestion will be realized to be just 

at. 

We were also taken to task for suggestin 
that the town could undertake a trucking gravel 
operation, instead of having private contrac- 
tors do the work. 

This suggestion, it must be admitted, did 
not fall on fertile ground - in fact it was the 
first time since Cecil came to town that we saw 
sparks in his eyes. 

There may be very good reasons why a town 
should not engage in this type of work, and it 
must be carefully considered before making any 
agreement. But, even if there are good reasons 
for not doing it there are still good reasons 
for looking over the proposition, and that is 
what we are suggesting. 

If Wilmington should vote for the present 
Urban Renewal project, or even another one, it 
will be spending up to $275,000 for the project 
If the town spends the money in such a manner 
that some of our local people are employed, in- 
stead of out-of-town employees of some trucking 
company, is that wrong? 

Because of the sparkle in the $M's eyes we 
have asked several persons, none of them con— 
nected with the Town Hall, as to their thoughts 
They have, if we may say so, some knowledge of 
the problems involved. 

One of these men said he would go slowly. It 
was not impossible, he stated, but there were a 
lot of angles to be considered. 

A second person with some legal knowledge of 
the problems thought that there would be no- 
thing wrong with the town taking contracts of 
this type, and further thought that if the town 
made an honest profit it would be entitled to 
take that profit. 

We don't profess to know, but we do think it 
is something that can be investigated, and not 
just dropped like a hot potato. 

Of course, this would all be for action in 
1961, and only if we should vote for the Urban 
Renewal project. We would have to appropriate 
the money in 1961, but is it wrong to think of 
it ahead of time?
